WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—[By the Western 
Associated Press.}| Among the estimates of 
appropriations required for the fiscal year 
sent by the Secretary of the Treasury to 
Congress, is one of $100,000 for the improve- 
ment of Wilmington Harbor, Cal. 

The President will transmit to Congress 
to-morrow a report from the Secretary of 
State in regard to fisheries in waters ad- 
jacent to British North America, and con- 
veys the correspondence which has taken 
place during the present year on that 
subject. 

Mr. Crane, of Texas, introduced a joint 
resolution in the House to-day, proposing to 
amend the Constitution so as to change the 
date of the meeting of Congress to the sec- 
ond Tuesday in January. 


FORTY-NINTH CONGRESS. 


Second Session, 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Senate.—Mr. In- 
galls made a statement as to the withholding 
from homestead entry of the Atlantic and 
Pacific railroad lands in New Mexico, de- 
clared forfeited by the act of July 6, 1886, 
intimating that the fault lay with the Com- 
missioner of the Land Office, who seemed to 
regard every preCmptor as a kleptomaniac, 
‘bound on pillage and plunder, and he offered 
a resolution, which was adopted, directing 
the Secretary of the Interior to inform the 
Senate whether such lands had been re- 
stored to entry, and if restored the occasion 
of the delay.

STRUCK BY ILE. ' 


Pittsburgh Excited Over a Panic in 
Petroleum. 

PITTSBURGH, Dec. 7.—[By the Western 
Associated Press.] The sudden and heavy 
decline in oil to-day caused a panic on 
’*Change and the dumping of a large lot of 
certificates on the market. The session 
opened with a weak feeling, bearish field 
news having a depressing influence. The 
first sale was made at 80, and a gradual de- 
cline to 774¢ followed. Prices then remained 
without material change until shortly before 
noon, when the bears made a terrific on- 
slaught on the market, and caused a drop in 
a very few minutes to 714g. A-scene of the 
wildest excitement ensued. Holders of 
“long”’ oil did everything in their power to 
stem the current, but without avail, and be- 
pcoming 
ing at 7l4¢. However, the decline was 
checked, and with a strong effort the market 
rallied to 733g. At 1 o’clock only one failure 
had occurred here. F. M. Hayes, one of the 
leading brokers, was unable to meet his con- 
tracts, and 75,000 barrels of oil were sold 
out, under the rule, for his account. The 
mgney difference is not known. 

i A DECLINE IN NEW YORK. 

New York, Dec. 7.—Petroleum opened 
weak at 80, declined steadily, touched 71, 
at noon steadied and rallied to 744¢, but be- 
came heavy again and closed weak at 73.

ATLANTIC Crry (N. J.), Dee. 7.—An un- 
known schooner is ashore on the beach here.

SALEM (Mass.), Dee. 7.—An unknown 
three-masted® schooner is reported sunk 
three miles south of Lowell Island, with her 
masts sticking three feet out of the water. 
There are no tidings of the crew. 


Canada Stands on Her Rights. 

Toronto, Dee. 7. — A special dispatch 
from Ottawa to the Mail, the government 
organ, says that it is not the case, as cabled 
from London, that the Dominion govern- 
ment has sent an agent to Washington to as- 
sist in negotiating a fisheries treaty, nor has 
it modified its demands or claims in any 
way. Canada stands on the basis of the 
treaty of 1818, and is quite satisfied to re- 
main there for the present. While favorable 
to a_ renewal of all the fisheries treaties at 
any time, yet-Canada is not the party suffer- 
ing from the abrogation of that treaty, and 
does not feel called upon to sacrifice one 
just right to have it renewed.

The president, in his 
report, stated that in 1881 the total as- 
sessed property in the State, real and per- 
sonal, amounted to #645,471,066, and four

crease of $165,016,568, The increase in taxa- 
ble property has been relatively greater in 
Los Angeles than in any other county. The 
sectetary’s report claims that the,association 
has been instrumental in settling about 
3,000,000 of the 5,000,000 acres filed upon and 
entered during the past five years.

A Needless Political Reverse. 


Trt Times lays down the naked 
proposition, without fear of its being 
successfully disputed, thatthe loss of 
the mayoralty by the Republicans in 
last Monday’s municipal contest, was 
needless. 

We say it was needless because this 
is a Republican city, and the Republi- 
cans are amply able to elect the head, if 
not the entire ticket. They would have 
done so on Monday—they would have 
swept the field—had «a fit and popular 
candidate for the first place been nomi- 
nated. This was not done, and look at 
the result! The party—or more prop- 
erly, the manipulators who set up the 
primaries and burglarized the conven- 
tion—deliberately shaped things so as 
‘to imvite and assure defeat. | They 
‘might have chosen a candidate for 
Mayor from among several representa- 
tive, honored and able Republican citi- 
zens who were available; but 
these they ignored, and, going 
out of the way, they recklessly selected 
a man whose defeat was patent before 
he was nominated. With loud protesta- 
tions of party fealty, and fierce denun- 
ciations on their lips of *‘mugwumps”’ 
and *‘mugwumpery.” these reckless 
and short-sighted delegates, among 
whom was more than one twice-rejected 
striker and ward boss—centered upon 
a candidate who could not even carry 
the straight party vote—we mean the 
vote of unvarying partisans who never 
scrateh a ticket, save under extreme 
provocation, or when the candidate is 
himself not a true partisan. In other 
and. more brief and direct terms, the 
convention nominated Dr. French, 
whose “‘mugwumping’’ two years ago 
is notorious ! 

It Was an amazing and a stupid 
blunder. Add tothe large number of 
disaffected partisans who refused to 
stomach the nomination the still larger 
class of average good Republican citi- 
zens Who demand in a nominee for the 
firstanunicipal office in this enlightened 
city, high character, social training and 
undoubted qualification for municipal 
affairs, and you have a large aggregate 
of disaffected voters, without whose help 
it was simply impossible towin. Many 
voted straight for the Democratic 
nominee, despite objections; many 
more did not vote at all.

The moral of the result is obvious: 
Let the Republicans take care to at- 
tend the primaries and elect good men 
for delegates to compose good conven- 
tions; then let these conventions, ig- 
noring the clamors and the schemings 
of the professional and unscrupulous 
oflice-seekers, nominate only good men 
for office, andthe result will not be 
doubtful.

ONE HUNDRED YEARS. 

One century from to-day, or Decem- 
ber 4, 1786, the Franciscan Padres first 
raised the cross of our present Mission. 
The day chosen was the annual festa 
of the virgin martyr, Santa Barbara, 
her name being used in consecrating 
the foundation which dates from that 
time. Since then every December 4th 
the church has celebrated as a special 
feast day to their patron saint, until a 
hundred changing years have finally 
rolled by. The tirst morning of its 
founding may have smiled over Santa 


hearts of the pilgrim priests must have 
throbbed high with hope and exaltatid@n 
as they rested on the same placid land- 
scape as greets us to-day. The repose- 
ful shore, the serene water, the guard- 
ing hills are still unchanged, but the 
church pageant of to-day would haye 
been a strange contrast if any living 
eyes could mark the difference. A 
hundred years ago the place our city 
now occupies was simply a sloping 
grassy plain, an edge:of the then al- 
most unbroken wilderness. Its only 
population was savages, with exception 
of the few Spanish officers who for only 
a short time had occupied the presidio 
with a few followers. 

Yet so mild was the climate and so 
eaceful and inviting the fertile valley 
ands that the good fathers, who were 

judges of what they saw, felt enchanted 
with the prospect of entering upon so 
rich a heritage, its very loneliness and 
desolation, from a civilized point of 
view, making it more desirable to these 
missionaries, who sought for their 
highest work only among the ignorant 
and benighted heathen; hardship, 
deprivation and ministering to the 
Spiritual needs of the savage being the 
chosen vocation of the order on this 
coast as elsewhere. They builded well 
and they did a grand work 1n teaching 
the natives to use their idle hands for 
something besides fashioning spears 
and fish-nets. Self-sacrificing were the 
old padres, and though they gained all 
they could for the church, temporal as 
well as spiritual, they should have great 
honor and praise to-day from Santa 
Barbara’s present inhabitants of what- 
ever race, color or creed. The history 
of the Mission, though less eventful 
than the wonderful changes which the 
past century recorded else- 
where, is worthy a_ brief synop- 
sis. Its first founders and builders 
only carried out the plans of 
Father Junipero Serra, who had most 
ardently desired to see the erection of 
a mission here. Ie had to that end as- 


29,1782, at which time he assisted Govy- 
ernor Philipe de Neve and his troops 


in the building of a rude chapel and 
altar, celebrated the first mass and 


preached the first sermon ever heard in 
Santa Barbara. The building of the 
Mission was, however, delayed by the 
Governor, who wished to first finish 
the presidio, and Father Junipero 
dying, the 28th of August, 1754, was de- 
nied the privilege of being its founder. 
According to Father O’Keefe’s valua- 
ble little handbook on the subject, the 
very Rey. Father Fermin Francisco de 
Lasuen was president of the Missions 
in 1786, and named as first ministers of 
this Mission Fathers~ Paterna and 
Oramas. They were helped in the 
work of building by Indian converts. 
Commencing with less than two 
hundred these Indians numbered 
nearly two thousand at the com- 
pletion of the second Mission 
building. They had land assigned to 
them for a village adjoining the 
Mission and were taught many simple 
artsof mechanics and farming. The 
first Mission was built entirely of 
adobe, thatched with poles and clay. 
It was much smaller than the present 
one, and was so badly damaged by the 
three days earthquake shock of 1512 
that it had to be rebuilt. . The material 
chosen for the new church which still 
stands in good repair, was stone taken 
from the quarry near by. The walls 
are six feet thick and the edifice is be- 
lieved to be earthquake proof. It was 
finished and blessed September 10, 1820; 
it is the best built mission chureh in 
California. It is one of the most im- 
wsing and picturesque, with its quaint, 
Moorish bell towers, arched doors, 
windows and stone corridor, its fount- 
ains and lavatory, heavy columns and 
embellishments in stone. The site 
being a most noble one commands a 
sweeping prospect of sea and shore. 
The interior of the church is very in- 
teresting, being furnished with statues, 
frescoes, ornamental ceiling and many 
rare and valuable paintings, some of 
them brought here from Mexico in 1798. 
The exercises to-day at the Mission 
were attended by a vast concourse of 
people. A great number of priests 
from different parts of Southern Cali- 
fornia were present and assisted in’ the 
solemn mass this morning and vespers 
‘this afternoon. They all appeared in 
their most imposing clerical robes, the 
music, decorations and ceremonies in- 
'eident to this unusual and sclemn oc- 
| casion being quite in keeping and form-

sisted in establishing the presidio,April: 


ing altogether a pageant never before 
seen here and not to be forgotten by 
those present. 

The culminating feature of the 
week will be the centennial ball Wed- 
nesday evening, where at Lobero’s 
Theater, a grand fancy dressed ball will 
be given, and the promised Spanish 
and Indian dances will be seen. A 
splendid Spanish and American supper 
will be provided for the guests. ) 

Altogether the gala week approach- 
ing may be counted as a red _ letter 
.epoch for Santa Barbara, who will com- 
mence her second century in a whirl of 
festivity and pleasure and pageantry 
rivaling the carnivals of the Orient or 
the Madigras of the West. 

There is only one drawback to the 
celebration; the railroad is one year too 
late and Santa Barbara must wait until 
her 101st annual festa before her sleep- 
ing beauties will be awakened by the 
great cosmopolitan tide of travel. 

The above account will give the read- 
ers of Tue Tres a good idea of the 
manner in which our beautiful northern 
neighbor celebrated her first centen- 
nial. The religious rites of the first 
two days were, however, merely initia- 
tory to the days of festivity which were 
to follow, and it is pleasant to know 
that the celebration attracted so many 
strangers and guests from abroad. On 
Monday the grand procession opened 
the programme with a grand ball in the 
evening at the Pavilion. Yesterday 
was devoted to a grand carnival and 
bazaar at thesame place. The evening 
witnessed, among other attractions, the 
dancing of the Spanish fandango. The 
Spanish vaquero also displayed his 
skill on the race track. Wild riders 
gave an entertainment which evoked 
the admiration of all present. The 
young old town of Santa Barbara seems 
to have done herself credit on her hun- 
dredth birthday.

THE CHIEF. 


His Feeble Defenses Finally 
Battered Down. 


Chief of Police Davis Placed in a Very 
Ugly Light. 


Honest Fonck’s Charges and Bene- 
dict’s Affidavit, 


A Startling Document Which Goes to Show Why 
Gambling is Unchecked and Rampant

and, being a plain, honest old Deutscher in- 
stead of a lawyer, did not conduct it effect- 
ively. His own evidence was direct, posi- 
tive and clear. He mentioned specific cases 
when he had made all necessary prepara- 
tions to “pull” gambling dens, and had, 
under protest, taken the Chief into his confi- 
dence; and when he was going to “pull” 
the game, he discovered that the gamblers 

en warned. The Chief didn’t say a 
word to him that night, though the arrange- 
ments fora raid were understood between 
them. One of the gamblers coming out of the 
“Turf Club” game at 4 a.m., another time, 
said to him: |“ We don’t care a d—n 
for you as long as the Chief is with us.” He 
told “the boys’’.at the police office, and next 
day Davis called him aside, expostulated 
with him and said they ought to stand to- 
gether. Then he (Fonck) arranged for a 
raid unknown to the Chief: but it was found 
out and the gamblers were warned. Chief 
Davis stood in front of MeGinnis’s saloon in 
the evening, called McGinnis out and whisp- 
ered a few words to him. MeGinnis went 
into the saloon, and in about five miuutes all 
the gamblers came out. There was no more 
gambling there that night, and the projected 
raid fell through. He believed Davis warned 
McGinnis. He went to the Chief every time 
a new faro game opened. The Chief would 
say “Yes, we'll pull them presentyl,” and 
there the matter would drop forever. On 
one oceasion When he organized a‘ raid se- 
cretly, and with other officers brought in 48 
Chinese tan-players, the Chief was very 
angry, and said raids must never be made 
without his knowledge. Such was the gist 
of Fonek’s straightforward testimony under 


Officer H. H. Benedict, before taking the 
oath, stated that certain things had passed 
in confidence between Fonck, the Chief and 
himself, which he would not divulge. The 
evidence he did give was of comparatively 
little importance, save the point that the 
Chief onee told him he (the chief ) might not 
keep his position more than a year, and was 
going to make what he could out of it. 

Captain of Police Ketlar testified in. the 
Chiet’s behalf, and tried to turn the tables 
by charging that Fonck had tried to eor- 
rupt him and the Chief. Fonek promptly 
spiked his guns by asking: “If 1 made pam A 
a corrupt proposition, why didn’t you arrest 
me, or deprive me of my star?” 

Ex-Chief John Horner, now .an officer 
under Davis, was sworn as another . witness 
for the Chief. He denied collecting money 
from the gamblers for Davis. Fonck asked: 
“Did you not, as late as 8 o'clock last night, 
have a conversation with Chief Davis, and 
send some one to offer me $230 if I would 
withdraw those charges?” Worner an- 
swered: “No, sir; I never did.” 

Ex-Chiefs Cuddy and King were put on 
the stand by Davis to prove that Fonek had 
been an unruly officer under them. Fonck 
made it pretty evident, however, that their 
trouble with him was the same that Davis 
has—that he was teo zealous against the 
gamblers. ‘These witnesses made a sorry 
failure of their attempt to break down 
Fonck’s character. It was a noticeable 
feature throughout the investigation that not 
one of the witnesses against him could look, 
or tried to look, the honest old Dutchman in 
the eye. 

Several other unimportant witnesses were 
examined; part correborating portions of 
Fonck’s testinony, and some negatively in 
favor of the Chief—whom the witnesses had 
not known to receive bribes from gamblers. 
Several of the witnesses upon whom Fonck 
depended for important corroboration were 
absent. The evidence of Chief Davis was a 
careless, general denial of the charges. He 
had never taken bribes from gamblers. 
Didn't know personally if there was any gam- 
bling going on. Didn’t remember that Fonck 
had repeatedly told him of games. Didn't 
remember whether the man who made cer- 
tain gaming tables had told him where 
wa were being used. Thought he had ever 
pulled a faro game, but did not specify 
when. 

The committee, in view of the fact that a 
ease had not been established which would 
convict before a jury—it standing practically 
Fonck’s word against Davis’s—reported§to 
Council that the charge had not been sus- 
tained, and Council accordingly vindicated 
the Chief. 

Fonck had been suspended from the police 
foree for “insubordination,” prior to making 
the charges before Council. His insubor- 
dination had consisted in charging Davis 
and Ketlar, to their faces, with standing in 
with the gamblers. After the investigation, he 
wrote a letter to the Police Commissioners, 
asking to be reinstated, and still asserting 
that his charges were true The Commis- 
sioners, fearing that it would be ruinous to 
the discipline of the force to put back on it 
an officer who stood out in such accusations 
against the Chief, denied Fonck’s petition, 
and dismissed him from the force. —_ 

Now comes the “ps of the matter. It 
was no mere bluff when Fonck asked 
Horner under oath if he had not known of 
an attempt on the Chiet’s part to buy Fonck’s 
sitence; hor was it a triviality about which 
Benedict declared that he would not speak 
on the stand. The offer to purchase Fonck’s 
silence was imide,and Benedict was the 
messenger sent by Chief Davis to effect the 
bribe. ‘This was known in this office at the 


time, but was kept rigidly seeret, until the 


proper time should come for divulging it.

LAID TO REST. 


Funeral Services Over the Remains 


ot Professor Wheeler. 

As mentioned in Tue Times yesterday, 
the funeral services of the late Prof. Wheeler 
took place on Monday from the University 
M. E. Church. 

Prof. Watson read a psalm, and prayer 
was offered by Rev. B. T. 
pastor of University Church. A hymn was 
sang by a quartette of male singers. Rev. 
A. M. Hough was the first speaker. In 
summing up the character of the deceased, 
he said he was a man of the strictest 
veracity, with the keenest eye to all the 
exact shades of truth, ao when 
speaking of men. Intellectually, he was a 
man of great depth and breadth, grasping a 
subject in all its parts and bearings; hever 
satisfied till he had woven it into the very 
fiber of his own mental being. Morally, he 
was aman of great purity of thought, dis- 
creet in all his utterances, and at the very 
outset of their acquaintance, which became 
intimate, he was impressed with his superi- 
ority, strengthening as their acquaintance 
matured. 

After the singing of another hymn _ Presi- 
dent Bovard spoke. He said Prof. Wheeler 
was born in the State of New York in 1854. 
His father was a Methodist minister and 
also three of his brothers. He graduated at 
an early age at the Syracuse University, and 
shortly after received from his alma_ mater 
the degree of doctor of philosophy. Feeling 
that he was called to the work of teaehing he 
entered upon the work in Lawrence Univer- 
sity, Appleton, Wis., occupying the chair of 
Greek and English Literature. Finding his 
health giving way after heroically strug- 
pling against the fell disease, consumption, 

e determined to try the health and life- 

iving climate of the Pacific Coast. He en- 

red upon his work in the University of 
Southern California, occupying the same 
chair as in Lawrence, in the fallof 1885. He 
taught but one term, but long enough to 
demonstrate his fitness for the position he 
occupied and to capture all hearts. 

It was suggested to him that a change 
might arrest the.disease, and he promised to 
enter upon the preaching of the gospel. His 
work was short. He went tof Escondido in 
June, and his last sermon was preached 
August 9th, from the text, “I keep my body 
under,” ete. When his sermon was but half 
finished, the fire-bells rang, and, with his 
congregation, he hastened to fight the de- 
vouring element. He was patient and 
submissive in all his pain, and 
continual praises to God were on his lips. 
His message to the students, who all wore 
crape, was this: ‘Tell the students nothing 
can take the place of faith in the Lord Jesus 

rist as the Savior of men.” He asked 
his physician a short time before he died if 
he was a Christian. On receiving a negative 


reply, he said: “When your head is laid | 


where mine now lies you will need the re- 
ligion which so wonderfully sustains me in 
this hour.” 


NO FAVORS TO VETERANS. 


They Begin to Think Lee Won the 
Battle of Gettysburg. 
[New York Tribune, ] 
It is provided by section 1754 of the Re- 
vised Statutes that honorably discharged 


- soldiers and sailors shall have the prefer- 


ence im appointments to the civil service. 
One of Collector Magone’s predecessors 
under a Republican administration held 
that this section applied to promotions as 
well as original appointments. It was con- 
sidered that the promotion to a new office 
was in reality a new appointment, and that 
those who risked their lives in defense of 
their country should be preferred. Recently 
a clerk named Harris appealed to the Presi- 
dent because a former soldier, who stood 
lower than he in the examination for promo- 
tion, was promoted over his head. The 
President referred the matter to Mr. Magone, 
who said that Harris was right, and that 
ex-soldiers and sailors who subdued the 
Rebellion had no right of preference over 
any one else. On November 15th the Col- 
lector received a letter from the Civil Service 
Commission which stated that his decision 
vrfectly right. The veterans of the 
war about the custom-house, who see them- 
selves day by day becoming of less import- 
ance, were not pleased by the action of the 
Collector and of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion. One said recently, ““Ah! well; our 
day is passed. We are made to feel every 
day that we are interlopers and pensioners. 
It seems that the late war was all amistake 
and that we were on the wrong side anyway. 
It would be interesting to see a list of the 


ex-soldiers who have been turned out of 
office since Cleveland became President. 


Those few who still remain are snubbed, 
sat upon and treated in a manner which 
almost makes us believe that Robert E. Lee 
won the battle of Gettysburg.” 


Gen, Vandever in San Diego. 
{Union, Dec. 6.] 

Gen. Wm. Vandever, of San Buenaven- 
tura, Congressman-elect for the Sixth Dis- 
trict, arrived in the city last evening, and 
will probably remain several days. ‘The 
General is visiting prominent points in the 
district for the purpose of learning the needs 
of his constituents and preparing himself 
for efficiently. representing the district in 
Congress. A mecting of representative men 
will probably be held during his stay in the 
city, for the purpose of discussing Sap Diego 
interests that deserve the attention of the 
National Legislature.
